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Parcel delivery a front for drugs 


A BUSINESSMAN who used 
a parcel delivery franchise 
to transport drugs has been 
jailed for four years after 
pleading guilty to a string 
of drug and fraud offences. 
Met Police officers working 
with Greenwich Council’s 
Corporate Anti-Fraud Team 
searched a number of 
properties connected with 
43-year-old Mark Anthony 
Gard. 

Woolwich Crown Court 
heard that Gard, of Moore 


House, Greenwich, bought 
a franchise in a legitimate 
parcel delivery business 
and used it as a front for 
transporting and supplying 
class A drugs across the 
UK. Officers found he was 
not only illegally subletting 
his council house in 
Greenwich while claiming 
benefits, but that he also 
owned a number of 
properties in the UK and 
Spain. 

On October 7, a search on 


Gard’s home address 
revealed over £100,000 cash 
hidden in a suitcase and 
drug paraphernalia 
including scales and clear 
re-sealable bags. The cash 
was seized under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act 
(POCA). Officers also 
searched one of the 
business vans, which 
contained 1.8kg cocaine 
and 9oz of cannabis resin 
all packaged and ready for 
delivery. 


Det. Con. John Wills said: 
“This is a significant result 
that sees the closure of a 
successful year-long 
investigation undertaken 
jointly with Greenwich’s 
Corporate Anti-Fraud 
Team. We will continue to 
prosecute fraudsters using 
legitimate businesses as 
fronts for their criminal 
activity,” 

Gard was also ordered to 
pay £274,000, with a default 
sentence of five years.

Guide booked 


Dave leads the way for Olympic Park visitors 


A GREENWICH man is 
one of the guiding lights 
for people who want to get 
an early feel of the 
Olympic Park that’s 
taking magical shape for 
the London 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

Retired Dave Marnham 
grabs the mic as a qualified 
tour guide for hour-long fact- 
filled tours by bus, starting 
from Stratford railway 
station. 

It’s a big site - about the size 
of Hyde Park - and a big 
subject, but Dave’s working 
life was full of big projects in 
communication consultancy, 
including network planning 
for Coca-Cola and big deals in 
the Middle East. 

“I got into all this through 
the ‘Personal Best’ 
volunteering scheme in 
Greenwich because I wanted

to be more active in the 
community,” Dave, 68, told 
GT. “About a month after that 
I got a call saying the ODA 
(Olympic Delivery Authority) 
were looking for people to do 
this. 

“So I went to an 
introductory course in June 
and I was one of a dozen 
invited to go on the six-week 
training course. We had to sit 
an exam, which was a bit 
shattering at my age, but I 
got through and started 
guiding.” 

Dave, who lives in New 
Eltham, takes a guided tour 
once a fortnight. GT joined 
him for a double Saturday 
morning stint. 

“I enjoy it immensely,” said 
Dave. “It’s great to take 


groups of people and show 
them everything 

progressing. Visitors really 
start to sit up about half way 
through when they see the 
scale of the operation. 

“There’s an official script 
but I just talk. I know most of 
the script and the facts 
involved, but as we go 
different ways round almost 
every time it’s best to keep 
the talk flexible and as 
interesting as possible. 

“We have a monthly update 
meeting to keep up with all 
the developments because 
it’s all starting to happen so 
quickly now.” 

Dave wouldn’t do it without 
being passionate about the 
Olympics himself. He said: “I 
will definitely get along to 
some of the events. I used to 
do a lot of cycling and I did 
some competitive running 


when I was a teenager. I did 
my training and 
apprenticeship at Siemen’s in 
Woolwich, and that’s where I 
did my running. I was a 
sprinter, 100 and 200. 

“I’m not doing this for the 
payment. I see it mainly as 
volunteering. I love sport and 
I like to get involved locally, 
so this covers two aspects 
that are important in my life. 

“I’m really proud that I’m 
the first Olympic tour guide 
from Greenwich.” 

• SO far the ODA visits 
programme has taken 45,000 
visitors around the Olympic 
Park. Tours are booked up 
until the end of February, so 
if you want to book a place 
after that call the booking 
line on 0300 2012 001. Tours 
are free and operate every 
weekend and some 
weekdays.

THE Big Screen is ready

Just before the First Big 
Screening, the Mayor told 
everyone: “This is a really 
exciting moment. Thank 
you very much for 
everything you have 
done.” 

Cllr Fahy said later: 
“There will be a lot going 
on in the build-up to 
London 2012 - both for 
sport and for what we are 
calling the Cultural 
Olympiad. The Montbelle 
song is an excellent 
contribution to the latter.” 

The screening was 
repeated for pupils’ 
families and friends and 
for all the other visitors 
to Saturday’s ‘Woolwich 
Winter Warmer’ event on 
Saturday. Amy, aged 
nine, from Eltham, was 
in plaster for the original 
filming of the school’s

Cllr Fahy said: “Now 
we are developing the 
squares here, we will be 
able to arrange a number 
of exciting events 
around sport and culture 
which will attract lots of 
people to upcoming 
downtown Woolwich.” 

The 24 square-metre Big 
Screen is part of the 
council’s ‘Olympic legacy’ 
programme and is 
sponsored by the London 
Organising Committee for 
the Olympic Games and 
the BBC. 

In the run-up to the 
2012 Games, the screen 
will be used to show 
major sporting and 
cultural events and a 
range of “shorts films” 
made by local film 
makers, including 
community groups. It 
can also be used to 
compliment community 
events in the square.

Minister applauds ambition of project students 


GREENWICH teenagers 
who have netted both 
education and self- 
confidence on a unique 
programme at The Valley 
showcased their moves for 
Ed Balls. 

The government’s Secretary 
of State for Children, Schools 
and Families came to visit the 
Youth Impact Project (YIP) 
which has attracted almost 
500 local 16-to-19-year-olds 
since it started in March, 2008. 

The scheme is managed 
jointly by Charlton Athletic’s 
Race and Equality (CARE) 
partnership with Greenwich 
Council and the football club’s 
Community Trust (CACT). 

Now over 60 per cent of the 
first students, who gained self- 
esteem and confidence 
through working as a team, 
are going onto college, further 
training or a job. 

The minister told GT: “They

were articulate, very 
confident. They knew what 
they were about. They are also 
ambitious - even those who 
haven’t got what they want 
yet. They are still up for it!” 

Earlier, he had spoken to an 
audience which included 
Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts, local MPs Clive 
Efford and Nick Raynsford, 
and former Addicks’ star Paul 
Elliott. 

Ed Balls told them: “If you 
wanted to make the case for 
the success of a project I don’t 
think you could have done it 
in a better and more effective 
way. Some young people need 
a second chance. 

“If a community is willing to 
come together, spend money 
and put in the passion to 
‘make it happen’, then you 


will find that the young people 
will play their part.” 

Lawrence, now 19, from 
Plumstead, had gone out to 
Jamaica to school when a 
family bereavement here 
forced him back. He told GT: 
“I went to The John Roan to 
finish my education and I got 
five GCSEs A to C grades. But 
I was stuck on what to do next. 

“Then I got a letter from 
Connexions saying there was 
a big careers fair going on 
here at Charlton. I signed up 
for this course.” 

Lawrence is now on a three- 
year electrical installation 
college-course and dreams of 
setting up his own business - 
maybe in accountancy in the 
long-term. He said: “We were 
all helped here to look at 
different options for our 
future.” 

Billie, 20, from Charlton, is a 
former pupil of Kidbrooke 


School. She said: “The first 
thing we did on this course 
was some boxing in our group. 
I’d only ever done it with my 
older brother!” 

Like Lawrence, she now has 
certificates in a range of skills 
including First Aid and 
singing and street-dance. 
She’s currently in an IT 
apprenticeship, and she’s also 
had work experience in both a 
primary school and a local 
creche. “Eventually, I think I’d 
like to work with young 
children,” she told GT. 

Cllr Roberts said: “I've 
always referred to Charlton 
Athletic as being in the 
Champions’ League for their 
work in the community. Our 
job is to make sure that we 
equip our young people with 
the skills to grasp the 
opportunities that are the best 
there have been for the last 
half-century.”

Stage made 
for Morrison 


CHURLISH though it may 
seem, it was possible to 
feel a slight sense of 
disappointment after the 
Kerwin Players’ 
presentation of George 
Bernard Shaw’s ‘Arms and 
the Man’ at Eltham Little 
Theatre. Things might 
have been better if Mr 
Herbert Morrison had 
been on stage instead of 
in the audience. 

The origin of any 
disappointment was a 
minor mystery because 
production and 
performances were 
excellent. Probably the 
disappointment squares 
with Mr L.A. G. Strong’s 
dictum, recently uttered in 
the same theatre, that 
“Conflict is the essence of 
drama”. There were plenty 
of skilfully drawn 
contrasts but little conflict 
- and Mr Morrison might 
have been able to rectify 
the deficiencies. In 
fairness to the Kerwins it 
might be said that 
probably the fault lay not 
in the stars but in their 
author. 

Arms and the Man’ is one 
of Shaw’s earlier works, 
and the dialogue lacks the 
exquisite balance, 
devastation and stimulus 
of some of his other plays. 
Individual performances 
had that smooth polish 
which seem to be 
inevitable in Kerwin 
productions and apart 
from one or two fumblings 
for lines, there were very 
few faults. Walter 
Bennett’s Captain 
Bluntschli was a model of 
precision and competence. 
His salty realism nicely 
offset the romantic 
confusions of the 
Bulgarian hosts.

T HE search is on for former 
employees of the South 
Metropolitan Gas 
Company to help uncover 
the hidden stories of the 
people who made the company 
what it was. Eastside 
Community Heritage is looking 
for people who worked at the 
company to share their 
memories at a reunion to take 
place at Greenwich Heritage 
Centre on Friday, January 8, 

2010. 

The South Metropolitan Gas 
Works was the last gas works to 
be built in London, the 
brainchild of George Livesey. He 
received parliamentary 
permission to build the works on 
140 acres of Greenwich Marshes 
(now the Greenwich Peninsula) 
in the December of 1880. 

In keeping with Livesey’s 
religious ideals, frivolous 
decorative features were not a 
part of his grand design for the 
works. However, the two gas 
holders were the biggest in 
Europe. 

The works were grand, but plain. 
Livesey later introduced a profit- 
sharing scheme with the 
workers, although this was a 
move unpopular with the union 
as it included a clause 
preventing the workers from 
striking. 

Despite several problems faced 
in the early years of the South 
Metropolitan Gas Works, the 
works expanded over the 
following years, providing not 
only employment but a plethora 
of social activities and venues 
which the workers could take 
advantage of. 

The event to be held at the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre will 


be an opportunity for former 
employees of the gas works to get 
together and talk about old times.

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Crooks offer 
bogus Council 
Tax rebates 


RESIDENTS are being warned about 
telephone scammers who call offering 
bogus Council Tax rebates. 

The warning comes from Greenwich 
Council and follows recent reports by 
locals who have been called. 
Investigations by the Valuation Office 
Agency, which complies business ratings 
and Council Tax lists, show that 
households across the country have 
received similar calls. The crooks who 
claim to be VOA or council officials, tell 
their victims that they are eligible for 
thousands of pounds in Council Tax 
rebate. 

Householders are then asked to give 
their credit card or bank details so the 
money can be refunded. Other scammers 
ask for a one-off administration fee to 
process the refund. 

VOA director of Council Tax, Tim Eden, 
said: “People must not pay any attention 
to these crooks and should report such 
calls to the police. Some of the callers 
are very aggressive and intimidating to 
make people pay up, but people should 
not be fooled into thinking these calls 
are legitimate. The VOA does not ask 
people for financial details.” 

Greenwich Council said it would not 
contact people in this way and advised 
residents to call the council direct if 
they have concerns about their council

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FOREST school at South Rise is 
ending its first term with scores of 
happy, muddy, children! 

The primary school on the hill in 
Brewery Road, Plumstead, has turned 
the sloping laurel-copse by the path 
into the nursery into a nature 
classroom, enjoyed by up to 150 pupils 
each week.

£6.6 million in 
the bag to make 
Squares sparkle 

FUNDING for the Woolwich Squares 
project is now in place - and they’ll make 
the town centre sparkle by spring, 2011.

A REAL alternative to the 
banks for local people who 
want to save and borrow 
has been relaunched in the 
borough. 

Greenwich Credit Union - 
formerly known as Timeline - 
has members who make 
regular savings each week or 
month which are pooled and 
allow borrowing for things 
like holidays, Christmas or 
emergency costs. 

Greenwich and Woolwich 
MP Nick Raynsford and Cllr 
Denise Hyland, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
economy and skills, welcomed 
the re-launch in Woolwich 
Town Hall on November 27. 

The Credit Union is a 
locally-run community 
finance service. Since it 
opened in 1998, it has become 
one of the most successful in 
England with over 4,000 
members and an annual 
turnover of £2 million. Its 
members come from all walks 
of life and every part of the 
borough. 

Credit unions have been 


largely unaffected by the 
banking crisis because they 
aren’t driven by making 
profits for external 
shareholders. At the same 
time they are very safe 
because they are regulated by 
the government and members’ 
savings are fully protected by 
the government’s financial 
compensation scheme. 

Members pay a very low 
interest rate which helps to 
cover the running costs and 
any surplus funds are 


returned to members as an 
annual dividend on savings. 

Cllr Hyland said: “I’d like to 
congratulate the credit union 
on its success so far, and 
welcome its name change, 
because now it ‘says on the 
tin’ exactly what it does. From 
its small beginnings it has 
now become an important 
part of the Greenwich 
economy, employing four staff 
and looking after the savings 
of so many local people. 

“It shows what can be done 


by a small group of people 
with a vision to achieve 
something worthwhile.’ 

Nick Raynsford said the 
government fully supported 
credit unions and would be 
introducing new legislation to 
help promote their growth. 
From next year, organisations 
will able to join their local 
credit union, hold shares and 
take out loans. 

If you want to join the Credit 
Union, fill in their application 
form and start saving now. 
You can set up separate 
savings accounts for 
Christmas and holidays and 
after three months you can 
apply for a first loan. There is 
a fixed interest rate and loans 
generally cost far less than 
anything else available on the 
high street or internet.

F ERRIER friends from far 
and near flocked to the 
estate for the third 
annual festive ‘tree 
dressing’. The ancient 
ceremony, to celebrate the 
environment and the community, 
had a special musical theme this 
year.

Community College, Thomas 
Tallis and Holy Family schools and 
Holy Spirit Church, along with the 
Kidbrooke Vietnamese Chinese 
Supplementary School and the 
Somali Parents’ Initiative - have 
been making the lanterns in the 
community halls. 

Greenwich Community Food Co-op 
was handing out fruit on the night, 
Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business (GLLaB) was around to 
give jobs and training advice, and 
the local NHS was offering free 
health checks. 

Later in the evening there was a 
firework display and free hot soup 
from the Guarida Cafe, a social 
enterprise created by local resident 
Rosa Goncalves. 

Reps from Berkeley Homes and 
from Southern Housing Group 
were around throughout the 
evening to answer questions about 
the Ferrier redevelopment 
programme. 

The preparatory work for Phase 1 - 
on the southern side of the old 
estate - is well underway, and, all 
being well, the handover of 
some of the first 450 houses 
and flats will start towards 
the end of next year. 
Grandmother 
Veronica Addai Bonsu, 
who has lived on the 
Ferrier for 27 years, 
told GT: “I’ll be sad 
to leave. This place

was my stepping-stone. When I 
first arrived, I couldn’t read or 
write. I went to the New Horizons 
group on here, and my tutor took 
me and registered me in the 
children’s section of the local 
library. 

“Now I’ve done a degree in 
Reflexology. I also have a diploma 
in Head-Massage.” 

Young mum Mercy Warner, who 
has two boys and a girl, was on 
Ferrier for seven years before 
moving to Middle Park, Eltham. 
She and the family returned to 
make a paper drum for the lantj 
procession. 

She said: “This event is fun. 
Everyone would normally 
just stay in their houses, 
but something like this 
brings everyone 
together.” 

Off licence proprietors 
Mohan and Kuldip 
Plaha, who have been 
on the estate for 25 
years, came to their 
shop-door to watch 
the procession go by. 

Mohan said: “This is 
lovely. We always enjoy 
it.” Police Sergeant Neil 
Washington, who heads 
up the Ferrier ‘Safer 
Neighbourhoods” team of 
officers, told us: “It’s a fantastic 
event. It brings a real sense of 
unity.”

Behind the scenes 


Anyone out 
there in tune 
with Orwell? 

AT Greenwich Theatre we have 
been uncovering and 
developing new musicals for 
nearly ten years, with a 
number of our discoveries 
going on to full production either here, 
elsewhere around the country or 
around the world. 

Just as we would with a new work by a 
playwright, we invest a lot of time in 
reading early drafts of material, 
listening to or watching rough 
performances, and spending time with a 
writer, talking through their ideas and 
finding ways to turn the stuff of their 
imagination into theatre. 

However, one of the key differences in 
developing a new musical lies in the 
number of writers you deal with on each 
project. There are not many plays with 
more than one writer, but there are not 
many musicals with less than two - one 
for the words, and one for the music. At 
the moment we are in the interesting 
position of having a writer working with 
us on the words for a new musical, but 
no composer, and that is what we are 
now searching for. So how would you set 
this to music? 

Well, you’ve all read Animal Farm 
About the pigs that mean you harm 
They all know how to twist the truth 
to lies. They lead their comrades on 
Until comradeship is gone 
You can only weep when you hear how 
Boxer dies. You will probably realise, 
even from these few brief lyrics, that 
our subject for this piece of musical 
' theatre is George Orwell, the writer 
who coined the phrase Big Brother, and 
who gave us Animal Farm, 1984, Down 
and Out in Paris and London, Keep the 
Aspidistra Flying and so much more. 
Telling his life story and celebrating his 
finest work, the show could have a 
cabaret style, or maybe it would be 
better suited by a folky feel. 

The right composer will no doubt have 
the answer - and also to these lines 
from the interestingly titled ‘Grouchy 
Marxist’: You looked and listened but 
never believed. 

When Kruschev finally spilled the beans 
You had to think up something fast 
You had to justify the means 
They called a quorum in a comrade’s 
room. 

To vote on what they already knew 
By ten past nine they found the line 
It was just a phase we had to go through 
Okay, so they practised torture 
But you got to see the wider picture 
Our writer is a Greenwich writer, and 
we would love this to become a true 
Greenwich project, so if you are a

WHEN a children’s book is adapted for 
theatre, challenges always arise whilst 
trying to make a production that is both 
true to the original text, and suitable for 
all ages of the family. 

The latest offering for the National 
Theatre is Mark Ravenhill’s adaptation 
of the Terry Pratchett novel Nation. 
There are few authors with the 
reputation of Terry Pratchett - and the 
creator of stories loved worldwide by 
generations of children should have 
much praise for the latest adaptation of 
his work. 

Directed by Melly Still, Nation is the 
story of Mau, a young man who finds 
himself the sole survivor on a desert 
island following a great wave. Mau is not 
alone for long however, as Daphne, a 
shipwreck survivor also arrives on the 
island. Stranded without a common 
language, the two form a new Nation, 
where soon they are greeted by 
refugees of the wave who join them in 
the search for a new society. 

The cast and ensemble are outstanding, 
led - brilliantly by Gary Carr in the role 
of Mau and Emily Taaffe as Daphne, the 
performances transported a gripped 
audience through the full range of 
emotions as we joined the characters on 
a journey exploring themes of 
community, hope, life and ultimately, 
death. 

But the play is not a perfect piece of 
theatre by any stretch of the 
imagination, as with an overall running 
time of two hours 45 minutes, younger 
audience members will find it difficult to 
concentrate forthe duration.

FOUR chaotic minutes of 
added time inevitably took a 
little gloss off Charlton’s 
second successive away win. 
When the fuss and feathers 
settled, however, neither 
Stockport’s freak 

consolation goal nor an 
enthusiastic 20-man brawl 
detracted from a job well, if 
uncomfortably, done. 

This was no cakewalk for the 
Addicks. The Hatters might be 
marooned at the bottom of 
League One but they stuck 
skilfully to their game plan, 
passed accurately on their 
pudding of a pitch and showed 
signs that relegation is by no 
means a racing certainty. 

The indefensible indiscipline 
which will now cost them the 
services of bright spark Carl 
Baker, however, may return to 
haunt them.

Akenhead ends

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SIX opponents were left 
scratching their heads as 
Greenwich’s James Akenhead 
kept his to take the Full Tilt 
Poker Million crown - and 
$500,000 - in the Sky televised 
final on Friday, December 4. 

Twenty-six-year-old James - 
“Mokka” to his mates - was 
coolness personified in the four- 
hour decider and took the 
trophy back to Lee to show his 
supporters in the Tiger’s Head. 

It was an amazing end to an 
incredible year for the former 
train driver who also made the 
final table in the world’s two 
biggest tournaments - the 
World Series in Las Vegas and 
the World Series Europe in 
London. 

“It’s been a dream year but I 
still wanted to win a title, so it 
couldn’t have ended better,” 
James told GT over coffee in 
Blackheath Village. “I think I 
played really well. I trusted my 
instincts and my ‘reads’ and I 
didn’t make many mistakes 
throughout the whole

tournament.” 

In the 2008 World Series, 
James missed out on a coveted 
bracelet in one of the first 
events, luck deserting him 
when brilliantly placed in the 
“heads up”. But back he went 
this year to make the last nine 
in the main event and pocket a 
cheque for $1.3 million. 

One of his dates in 2010 is to 
play in the ‘Akenhead Charity 
Challenge’ towards the end of 
February or early March. 
Former football star Teddy 
Sheringham and snooker legend 
Jimmy White have said they’ll 
take on James in a tournament 
for the Greenwich Theatre 
Trust. There will also be a 
donation to the riding school for 
the disabled at Charlton Park. 

James started the Poker

The end came when Helppi 
raised all in on “pocket sixes”, 
only for James to have pocket 
tens and see the five cards turn 
over in his favour. 

After flying the flag for British 
Poker all year, James told GT: 
“I’m really looking forward to 
next year and all the events I’m 
going to play. Every year I‘ve 
played since I started I’ve won 
more than the previous year so 
I’ve got a big hill to climb next 
year!” 

As a talented Pool player and 
just taking up golf, James is 
also looking forward to the 
Olympics coming to London 
and to Greenwich. He said: “I 
suppose it’s too late to have 
Poker installed as an Olympic 
sport for 2012?”
